maidenly voice from the City

What Exemptions Can 
Be Claimed Explained 
By Income Tax Head 


Every taxpayer is entitled to 
at least one personal exemption 
of $600 in filing his Federal in- 
come tax return for 1958, Na- 
thaniel Looker, Director of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Colum- 
bus District, said today. 

He added that a taxpayer who 
was 65 or older or who was; 
blind at the end of the year is 
entitled to an extra $600 exemp-} 
tion and if both conditions ex-| 
isted, he gets two extra exemp- 
tions of $600 each The same} 
exemptions for the same con- | 
ditions apply to his wife if a} 
joint return is filed. 

Looker said a taxpayer who 
files a separate return may 
claim his wife's exemption or 
exemptions only if she had no 
income and was not the de} 
pendent of another taxpayer. 

“Tf your husband or wife died 
during 1958,” Looker said, ‘‘the 
number of his or her exemp- 
tions is determined as of the 
date of death. Be sure to check 
the appropriate blocks om your 
return.” 

He advised taxpayers that if 
they have any questions about 
personal exemptions, they may 
get a copy of Document No. 
5013, “Personal Exemptions and 
Dependents,” by calling CA 1- 
6411, Ext. 431-432, or’ writing

Required to File An. 


Income Tax Return

Taxpayers having incomes up 
to $10,000 may use the simple 
card Form 1040A in filing. their 
1958 Federal income tax return, 
Nathaniel Looker, Director of 
Internal Revenue for this dis- 
trict, said this week. 2 

Husband and wife may file 
a joint return on Form 1040A 
if their combined income is un- 
der $10,000, he added. 

In prior years, the income 
limitation. for the simple card 
form was $5,000. 

Mr. Looker said the limit has 
been raised to $10,000 without 
sacrificing the simplicity that 
made the form so convenient 
for taxpayers using it hereto- 
fore. 

Form 1040A, he said, applies 
to taxpayers whose income con- 
sists. of wages reported on 
Form W-2 and not more than 
$200 in dividends, interest and 
wages not subject to withhold- 
ing. 

Mr. Lociser added: 

“In using Form 1040A, tax- 
payers must take the standard 
10 percent deduction allowed 
for contributions, interest pay- 
ments, medical expenses, and 
the like. 

“Taxpayers with allowable de- 
ductions for these items in ex- 
cess of 10 percent of their in- 
come must use the regular 
Form 1040 in order to claim 
them. 

“As in past years, taxpayers 
with income under $5, may 
figure their own tax or have 
Internal Revenue do it for them.

Jetferson School Levies Mean Lower 
Taxes for Some Columbus Residents 


Columbus property owners 
will not be on an equal footing 
this year when they pay their 
real estate taxes, County Treas- 
urer Newton A, Thatcher disclos- 
ed today. Treasurer’s  state- 
ment was prompted by many 
inquiries coming into his office 
from property owners who com- 
plained that their taxes are high- 
er than are those of their friends 
in other parts of town. 

“Annexations to the City of 
Columbus are the cause of those 
questions,” Treasurer Thatcher 
said. “Ordinarily the tax rate 
would be the same for every 
property in the city. This year 
several parts were annexed 
which have not yet been an- 
nexed to the Colubmus School 
District. Property owners in 
these annexed territories are 
charged with the City, County 
and State taxes the Same as 
owners located within the older 
parts of Columbus. Because 
these outlying parts are still in 
other school distoricts they each 
will pay a different school tax 


rate depending on the particu- 
lar school district to which they 
belong.” 

This year there are five dif- 
ferent tax rates in the City of 
Columbus. For those located in 
the Columbus School District 
the rate charged is $27.40. On 
the extreme eastern side of the 
city located in Jefferson Town- 
ship School District the tax rate 
is $26.34. On the southeast a 
part of Columbus is in Madison 
Township School District where 
the tax rate is $28.44. North- 
east in the direction of Wester- 
ville another part of Columbus 
is located in the Westerville 
School District where the new 
tax rate is $29.34. To the north- 
still another, part is located in 
the Worthington School District 
and here the tax rate is $35.14. 

Varying tax rates are also to 
be found in other municipalities 
for the same reasons of annexa- 
tions. Other municipaliteis with 
more than one tax rate are: 
Obetz with three rates, White- 
hall with two rates and Gahan- 
na with two rates,

Blacklick Man Escapes 
Serious Injury When 
Blowout Wrecks Auto 


Bernard Simcoe, 25, of Black- 
lick Rt., estaped with cut and 
bruised knees when a blowout 
caused his 1950 Ford tudor to 
hurdle a ditch aud shear off a 
utility pole on Taylor Station 
Rd. about midnight Monday. 

The accident occured when 
the right rear tire on Simcoe'’s 
northbound car ruptured just as 
he was entering the curve a fur- 
long south of the Taylor Rd. in- 
tersection, 

Out of control, the auto left 
the road to shatter a utility pole, 
rip up 20 feet of road fence, and 
come to rest on its left side with 
its top resting on the splintered 
stump of the pole. 

Simeoe was taken to St, An- 
thony’s hospital by Albert J, 
Whiteside, of Jersey, who pass- 
ed that way shortly after the 
accident occurred. His cut right 
knee was sutured, bruises on his 
left knee dressed, and he was 
released, 

The damaged fence was on 
property owned by Isabelle Ar- 
1250 Taylor Station Rd., accord- 

Simcoe's auto, reportedly dam- 
aged beyond repair, was taken 
to the G. W, Collins Body Shop, 
1250 Taylor Statoin Rd., accord- 
ing to Sheriff's deputies who 
took the report on the accident. 

The injured driver, who lives 
at 417 Taylor Station Rd., has 
been employed as a section hand 
on the B&O railroad for the 
Past seven and a half years. 

The curve was the scene of a 
fatal accident in December, 1957, 
when Louise Mae Cannon, New 
Albany, lost her life there.
